THE TARIFF BILL 


Senate Practically Agrees on 
Day to Take IL 


WILL VOTE FOR THE MEASURE 


IN TRYING TO FORD A CREEK 


Expected That Nearly All of the Re-

Thought That All of the Democrats 


But One W ill Vote Against It— In­ 


come Tax Amendment Killed. 


Washington, July 8.—With a gen­ 
eral understanding that the final vote 
in the senate on the tariff bill should 
be taken today, the senate adjourned 
at 7 o’clock last evening in pleasant 
anticipation of the early conclusion of 
the labors of the special session of 
congress. 
The arrangement for a vote today 
was reached after much consultation 
and was only arrived at as an alterna­ 
tive for a night session. 
Because of 
the possible effect on the tobacco 
schedule there was no effort to obtain 
formal assent in open senate to the 
proposition to fix a time for a vote, 
but so far as the canvassers of the 
senate could ascertain, there was no 
Indication of objection to a final vote 
some time today. 
It is expected that the bill as per­ 
fected will receive practically all, 
though not 
all, of the Republican 
votes, while it is understood that prob­ 
ably all of the Democratic votes, with 
the exception of the vote of Senator 
McEnery of Louisiana, will be cast 
against it. 
When passed the measure will be 
hurried over to the house and it is 
expected that the house will be in 
session Friday morning in the hope 
of receiving it. No plan has been ar­ 
ranged by the house leaders, but it is 
probable that they will agree today to 
a recess until Friday to receive the 
bill. 
The income tax question, including 
the corporation tax provision and in­ 
heritance taxes, received much atten­ 
tion in the senate and the straight in­ 
come taxers were afforded the oppor­ 
tunity upon which they have so long 
insisted to get a direct vote in favor 
bf the income tax as opposed to tho 
corporation tax. 
Senator Bailey moved his income 
tax amendment as a substitute for the 
finance 
committee’s 
provision, 
and 
without debate a vote was taken upon 
it and it was rejected by a majority 
of 19, the ballot standing 28 to 47. 


Amended by Senator Clapp. 
With the corporation tax provision 
thus securely established as a part 
of the tariff bill, there was consider­ 
able effort to amend it, and in one 
notable case this effort was success­ 
ful. 
Senator Clapp of Minnesota has 
been a severe critic of the provision 
over since its introduction because it 
excluded 
“holding” companies. 
He 
renewed his criticism and was sup­ 
ported in his views by other senators. 
The ultimate result was the accept­ 
ance by Senator Aldrich of an amend­ 
ment by Mr. Clapp striking out the 
exemption of such companies. Assur­ 
ance was also given that every effort 
would be made to retain the amend­ 
ment in conference. 
Next to the income tax, the discus­ 
sion of the customs court was the big 
feature of the day’s work. The court 
was attacked as in the interest of the 
cities in which it would sit, and the 
government, as opposed to the inter­ 
ests of the importers. 
Senator Clapp intimated that the 
court would -owe its origin largely to 
the places where its sessions would

RIOTOUS SCENES 
AT THE COLLIERIES 


Several Workmen Injured at 
6lace Day, C. 0, 


Glace Bay, C. B., July 8.—Riotous 
■cenes at the collieries, an assault 
on General Manager Duggan, the read­ 
ing of the riot act, the injury of sev­ 
eral workmen, twelve arrests and 
refusal of Mayor Douglass of > 
Bay to call out the troops at the . -- 
quest of the company, were the spe­ 
cial features that marked the second 
day of the strike of the United Mine 
Workers of America in the employ of 
the Dominion Coal company. 
The strike assumed a violent form 
at No. 3 and No. 2 mines as soon as 
the first men appeared for work. An 
enormous crowd composed of strikers, 
their friends, women and children, as­ 
sembled at No. 2 mine, waiting for 
the men who were expected to go to 
work. 
Nearly 
all 
carried 
sticks, 
stones and eggs, and when the first 
man appeared they bore down on him, 
surrounded him, and a riot started. 
General Manager Duggan and a posse 
of police charged the crowd to open 
up a way for the workmen to escape. 
Mr. Duggan was struck and slightly 
wounded on the side of the head and 
several women and children were 
knocked down and a number were in­ 
jured. 
After a sharp struggle between the 
strikers and the police, the entrance 
to the mine was finally cleared and 
the rest of the workmen loyal to the 
company were alowed to go into the 
mine 
without 
further 
interference. 
Twelve persons were placed under ar­ 
rest, charged with a breach of the 
peace, and the riot act was read. 
At Mine No. 3 the strikers are in 
charge of the situation. There a mob 
assisted by women and children at­ 
tacked the men who wanted to work 
and by the use of sticks, stones and 
eggs prevented all but a few from en­ 
tering the mine. A number of heads 
were cracked and the strikers as­ 
sumed such a threatening attitude 
that the police were forced to draw 
their revolvers to defend themselves.

St. Joseph, Mo., July 8.—Northwest 
Missouri is experiencing the worst 
floods in its history. The *'102” Platte 
and Grand rivers are five to six miles 
wide in places. 
Two persons are 
known to be dead in Pattonsburg. 
Three others are missing. 
Crops val­ 
ued at hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars have been destroyed. 
Hundreds 
of head 
of 
live 
stock have been 
drowned. The dead are George Palm­ 
er, harnessmaker, and Harrison Walk­ 
er, section man, Pattonsburg. 
The missing there are D. Bowner 
and wife, E. C. Nelson and a man 
named Scott. 
A call for aid was sent out from 
Pattonsburg, a town of 1,000 popula­ 
tion in Daviess county^ which was re­ 
ported under seven lo ten feet of wa­ 
ter. Relief trains were sent from St. 
Joe and Kansas City. The St. Joe par­ 
ty reached Pattonsburg and began to 
aid in the rescue. It was found that 
most of the people had sought refuge 
in the mill, schoolhouse and upper 
stories of business houses. There are 
400 persons crowded in the school, 
which is surrounded by five feet of 
water. 
Many had had no food for 
twenty-four hours. A large number of 
women and children have been moved 
to the hills, where tents have been 
provided for them. 
The river is reported rising again. 
At Maryville there has not been a 
train in or out of town in twenty-foui; 
hours. 
Telephone service is cut off, 
bridges valued at $100,000 are washed 
out, and it is raining again. 
Five trains are marooned in differ­ 
ent parts of Nodoway county. 


Passenger Train Turns Over. 
Santa Fe train No. 5, westbound 
from 
Kansas City, turned over in 
eighteen feet of water a short dis­ 
tance from Pomona. 
About half a 
mile from Pomona there is an em­ 
bankment about ten feet high. 
The 
water was flowing over the tracks on 
the top of this fill. 
The engine had 
passed in safety when the track slip­ 
ped and five of the ten coaches turned 
over in the deep water. 
The cars 
that turned over were in the middle 
of the train. 
The coaches sank so gradually that 
the passengers and crew were able to 
get into the Pullman cars before the 
other coaches finally toppled over and 
sank from view. 
People from the surrounding coun­ 
try, attracted by the cries of the SOO 
marooned passengers, immediately en­ 
deavored to start on a rescue. 
It was after dark before a rescue by 
means of a series of boats tied with 
ropes was effected. Boat trips of from 
. one to two miles were made to the 
nearest farm houses free of the flood 
and the passengers all were finally 
taken to safety. 
A telephone message from Pomona, 
Kan., said the wreck resulted in one 
death, the four-year-old daughter of 
Mrs. Carrie Rose of Chicago being 
drowned. 
Two people were injured. 


It was an impeachment of the pres­ 
ent judiciary, and Senator Cummins 
expressed the opinion that the court 
would be unconsciously influenced to 
decide in favor of the government no 
matter what the circumstances of a 
given case might be.

TO ENGAGE IN MANEUVERS 


North Atlantic Squadron Saits From 
Cape Ann. 
Rockport, Mass., July 8.—Garbed in 
the gray of war and equipped with 
tall fighting masts, thirteen battle­ 
ships of the North Atlantic squadron 
assembled off Cape Ann. As the sun 
was setting this array of sea fighters, 
the largest since the world-circling 
fleet dispersed at Hampton Roads, 
started to the eastward to engage in 
maneuvers off the Massachusetg coast. 
Later, other vessels will join them 
and for the next four or five weeks in­ 
tricate and extensive movements ar­ 
ranged by officials at Washington will 
be carried out. On Saturday the fleet 
is expected to put in appearance off 
Provincetown, which will be its base 
during the operations in northern wa­ 
ters. 
The ships which will join the fleet 
as the movements progress include 
four battleships,

boats and destroyers, and submarines,

Holguin, who is acting president in 
the absence of General Rafael Reyes, 
who is in London, was strongly de­ 
nounced and the gendarmerie were 
driven out of the city, later arriving 
at Cartagena. The revolutionists took 
possession of the town and several 
steamers on Magdalena river. 
General Holguin has declared mar­ 
tial law throughout the country. Gon­ 
zales Valencia has disavowed the ris­ 


ing and Is coming to Bogota, with the 
acquiecence of the government. Val­ 
encia issued a manifesto expressing 
bis disapproval of the revolutionary 
movement, as did also the Republican 
committee. 
According to advices received hero 
the disturbed conditions are confined 
to Barranquilla. 
Officials of the gov­ 
ernment say that the rest of the 
country is at peace and that the peo­ 
ple desire peace in order that con­ 
gress may meet on July 20 and settle 
many Important questions which are 
pending. 
General Perdomo will leave Honda 
today with six steamers, having on 
hoard 3,000 men and twenty pieces of 
artillery. 
The objective point of the 
troops is Barranquilla.

The war department Is convinced, 
In the light of the achievement of the 
Zeppelin balloon, that the era of aerial 
navigation has arrived. 
It hopes that 
congress also will awake to a realiza­ 
tion of the fact and that appropria­ 
tions will be made sufficient to permit 
this government to keep pace w ith the 
European nations. 
It is iii anticipa­ 
tion of favorable action by congress 
that the signal corps has been in­ 
structed to prepare the plans. 
While Major Squler has not yet gone 
Into the technicalities of the matter, 
he has a general idea of the manner 
in which the plan will be worked out. 
The coast 
will 
be separated 
into 
ellipses approximating 250 miles in 
length, and at each end of these will 
be built two or three balloon houses 
and supply depots. 
The houses will 
be placed wdth a view* to close co-op­ 
eration with the artillery depots or 
zones, thus gaining protection and be­ 
ing quickly reached w henever the men 
behind the big guns discover the ne­ 
cessity of reconnoitering the enemy’s 
position by the use of a balloon. 
The balloon houses will be built in 
groups, so that when it Is found expe­ 
dient to concentrate tw’o or three air­ 
ships at a given point there will be ac­ 
commodations for them. A dirigible is 
safe while in the air and even if its 
engine should become disabled can be 
operated as a free balloon. It is in 
landing or wrhen at anchor in an ex­ 
posed position that it is lu danger 
from winds, and houses are an abso­ 
lute necessity. 
It is intended that a coast dirigible 
shall not pass off its own station ex­ 
cept In cases of extremity and that the 
sailing distance shall be 125 miles 
south and 125 miles north from its de­ 
pot. In this manner the entire coast 
from Maine to Florida will be patrol­ 
led in war, and it will be practically 
impossible for a hostile fleet to ap­ 
proach the United States without be­ 
ing discovered long before the senti­ 
nels on land could see the vessels. 


Once discovered the fleet’s movements 
could be watched with safety and Its 
maneuvers be sent the length of the 
coast. 
The plafk.* will include an elaborate 
system of vertical searchlights, by 
which the airships will be guided dur­ 
ing night flights. These yvlll mark the 
various batteries and the balloon de­ 
pots, and they also will be used in 
signaling the sw ift flying ships over­ 
head. 
The dirigibles that congress will be 
asked to provide will be the equals of 
the best war balloons now in use Id 
Europe. The envelopes will be not less 
than 200 feet long, twice the length of 
tho United States dirigible No. I, re­ 
cently purchased by the war depart­ 
ment from Captain Baldwin. Dirigible 
No. I, Major Squler explained, is mere­ 
ly a practice ship and bears small re­ 
semblance to the finished fliers that are 
contemplated in the coast defense plan. 
In order to support the dirigibles 
and act as couriers between the va­ 
rious depots and artillery stations it is 
thought that the plan will call for a 
small mobile fleet of aeroplanes. This 
phase of the proposed measures has 
| not yet been taken up, although offi­ 
cers of the signal corps believe that 
; the aeroplane could be used to advan- 
I tage w’hen quick flights were neces­ 
sary for the carrying of orders or the 
1 transportation of officers. 
It wTould 
be used practically altogether as an 
auxiliary, and Its use wnuld relieve 
I the dirigible of certain duties, perrait- 
i ting the balloon to give Its entire time 
to patrol work. 
If congress can be prevailed upon 
to look with favor on the signal corps’ 
proposal steps will be taken to chart 
the air currents along the coast. It Is 
believed that the air currents are as 
sharply defined as the currents of the 
ocean. 
While they are not so stable, 
It Is held that their general trend can 
be determined. 
There are so many expensive details 
such as these that the cost will be ex­ 
tremely heavy in creating such an 
aerial fleet.

Honors That Will Be Paid to the 
Discoverer of Lake Champlain on 
the Three Hundredth Anniversary 
of the Historic Event. J*

Elaborate Preparations For Cele­ 
brating Famous Section's History. 
President Taft and Several Dis­ 
tinguished Men to Attend.

HE centenaries in this year of 
yenrs are so thick it is hard to 
keep track of them. Not only 
notable births and deaths are 
commemorated, but discoveries and 
even inventions. Now it is the tercen­ 
tenary of the discovery of Lake Cham­ 
plain, and a little Inter it will be the 
like anniversary of the discovery of 
the Hudson river, coupled with which 
will be the centenary of Fulton’s first; 
steamboat and its memorable trip on I 
the same river. 
The discovery of Lake Champlain oc-! 
curred on July 4—prophetic day!—in 1 
the year 1009. 
The discoverer was 
Samuel de Champlain, a Frenchman 
who had founded the city of Quebec 
the previous year. These facts are stat­ 
ed not in an effort to compete with the 
school historians, but only because 
they furnish the reason for the cele­ 
bration. Lake Champlain is rich not 
only in beautiful scenery—mountains 
on 
both sides, rugged shores and 
abrupt islands—but In historical asso­ 
ciations. As the gateway to Canada 
It 
became 
a 
battleground of 
the 
French and English in their early 
struggles to control the continent and 
later between the Americans and the 
English in the Revolution and the war 
of 1812. 
The celebration is meant to cover all 
of this. It is not a memorial of the 
discovery alone, but of the great events 
that have occurred since the discov­ 
ery. It includes Ethan Allen and Ticon­ 
deroga, Benedict Arnold and his sunk­ 
en ships, Macdonough and his Inspirit­ 
ing victory. It is to be a panorama of 
three centuries. It carries the behold­ 
er from savagery to twentieth cen­ 
tury civilization, from the virgin wil­ 
derness to the parked estates and the 


you should read Champlain's narrative. 
Perhaps you have already perused it 
In your school histories. 
At any rate, 
it is a fearful and wonderful tale, and 
were It for the fact that Champlain dis­ 
covered that lake and that he stands 
so high in other ways he would lay 
himself open to the charge of trying 
to rival Munchausen. 
According to 
his thrilling account, he loaded that 
blunderbuss with a lot of bullets and 
at the first shot killed—oh, I don’t 
know how ninny chiefs, but it was 
either three or four. 
The Iroquois were naturally stupe­ 
fied by this new kind of boom-firo 
weapon that 
slaughtered all 
their 
chiefs at one bang—as much surprised. 
no doubt, as are those African animals 
at the shooting of Bwana Tumbo—and 
after one of Champlain’s companions 
had also let off his gun the noble red 
man ignobly turned tail and broke 
down the brush in his mad stampede. 
It was a glorious victory for the Al­ 
gonquins, but not for the French, as 
after events went to prove. The pow­ 
erful Iroquois never forgot that day, 
and their hatred for the French en­ 
dured forever. They became allies of 
the English and assisted materially in 
keeping the French from capturing 
what is now New York and portions 
of New England and eventually aided 
the British in their struggle with the 
French for control of the continent. 
On that eventful trip Champlain not 
only discovered a lake for which he 
was not looking, but set in motion 
causes that changed the current of 
history. The unconscious agents have 
done more in writing the annals of the 
human race than those who planned 
their own way carefully beforehand. 
When Julius Caesar whipped “all Gaul 
that is divided into three parts*' he

great summer hotels now seen on 
Champlain’s shores, from the trail 
through the forest to the railroad, 
from the Indian's birch canoe to the 
ocean liner and the aeroplane, three 
centuries In time and thirty centuries 
In accomplishment—aye, more than 
thirty centuries measured by the rate 
of progress prior to 1009! For one I 
cannot get over the marvel of living in 
the present day. Every time I explore 
history I feel like patting myself on 
the back for having had the good 
sense to be born when I was. Possibly 
the citizen of tile twenty-first century 
may feel the same way about it, but 
I cannot afford to borrow trouble from 
his prospective superiority. 


Three Hundred Years Ago. 
When Champlain discovered the lake 
that bears his name, Shakespeare—or 
was it Bacon?—was writing plays and 
Oliver Cromwell was a boy of ten 
paddling around in Hie fen country 
^bout Huntingdon, all of which leads 
us to wonder if we have the old times 
beaten so badly after all. 
Notwith­ 
standing our skyscrapers, twentieth 
century fliers, Mauretanias and air­ 
ships, we are rather short just now of 
Shakespeares and Cromwells. It is like 
Tennyson’s line: 
But the Individual withers, and the mass 
is more and more. 
Certainly the mass is more in our 
day—more in intelligence, in initiative, 
in happiness and in efficiency! As for 
the individual, perhaps his genius finds 
some other outlet than poetry and Pu­ 
ritan revolt, seeking its vent in science, 
invention and sociology. We still have 
our Haeckels. Tolstoys and Edisons. 
Champlain was not exactly looking 
for lakes when he discovered the one 
th at has set his fame afloat down the 
ages. Rather he had agreed with some 
Algonquin Indians to go with them 
and shoot a few muzzle loading buck­ 
shot into the frames of their hated 
foes, the Iroquois. The Iroquois had 
been visiting the Algonquins with in­ 
glorious defeat for so long th at the 
Canadian redskins bailed Champlain 
and his mysterious gun as agents sent 
by the Great Spirit to help his children 
get even with their enemies. And did 
thev iranrove the opportunity? Well. 


did not know that he was carrying civi­ 
lization' to a clime that would outdis­ 
tance Rome. Nor did Christopher Co­ 
lumbus expect to find a new continent 
when he bumped into one of the is­ 
lands of the West Indies. 


The President to Attend. 
We can forgive Champlain for his in­ 
advertent aid to English ascendency in 
North America and can even forgive 
him for that story about killing so 
many chiefs at one shot. Ile discov­ 
ered our lake, and, even if he did not 
do it intentionally, his is the honor. 
So we are to hold a week’s celebration 
in bis name and are to erect to him a 
heroic statue on the face of a great 
lighthouse, which will be placed on 
Isle Lamotte, where he first lauded. 
It would do his old French soul good 
to know just w hat a lot of fuss we 
are making about him nearly 300 
years after he is dead. 
There will 
be 
presidents, 
governors, 
governor 
generals, prime ministers, cardinals, 
bishops, poets, orators and all kinds of 
great men lifting his name to the skies. 
Greatest glory of all, the New York 
legislature will attend in a body, lf 
Champlain could only know that, he 
would certainly be overwhelmed by 
his posthumous splendor. It is much 
for a mere mortal to have a president 
of the United States and a governor 
general of Canada do honor to his 
ashes, but to have the New York legis­ 
lature journey in a body to his shrine— 
surely that Is the acme of fame! Who­ 
ever thought of that dazzling and un­ 
paralleled feature should have lived in 
the days of Phiueas T. Barnum, the 
only mau capable of rating such genius 
as it deserves. 
Nor are these the only honors that 
will be paid to the discoverer, although 
no other single feature can be quite so 
transcendent and refulgent as that of 
the attendance of the New York legis­ 
lature. At Plattsburg, N. Y., Senator 
Elihu Root will be the orator and 
Professor Henry van Dyke the poet 
of the day, while across the lake at 
Burlington, V t, Sir Wilfrid Lauder, 
the premier of Canada, will deliver the 
oration and Bliss Carman, the Cana­ 
dian poet, will give the poem. There 
will also be a Coating Island, covered 


with rocka and trees In the most real­ 
istic fashion, on which the Indian fight 
will take place, Champlain participat­ 
ing, even killing bis four chiefs at one 
shot. 
These Indians are to be de­ 
scendants of the very ones that sailed 
on the original expedition. The Indian 
version of “H iaw atha’’ is also to be re­ 
enacted. The island Is to be towed 
about from place to place during the 
progress of the fete. 
Benedict Ar­ 
nold’s old ship Revenge has been 
raised out of the water where it has 
been resting since he sunk it after the 
fight with the British and will be 
added to the pageant. Fort Ticonder­ 
oga, wkjc^ Ethan Allen took “in tjie 
name of the G reat Jehovan and the 
Continental congress,” Is to be re­ 
stored, at least partially, and will fig­ 
ure In the celebration. iJacdQHough’s 
victory over the British in 1§14 will 
ploy its part, and on Isle Lamotte the 
cornerstone of the great lighthouse al­ 
ready mentioned will be laid. 
The Week's Program. 
The celebration Is the result of the 
joint actions of the states of New 
York aud Vermont, and Its official pro­ 
gram will be something os follows: 
The fete commences at Burlington, 
Vt., on the 4th with special religious 
observance. Champlain was a devout 
adherent of the Catholic faith. 
In 
view of this, the religious services will 
be under the 
supervision of that 
Church. Cardinal Gibbons and a large 
body of the clergy, including a delega­ 
tion from the Canadian hierarchy, will 
participate in the elaborate observ­ 
ances. 
The holiday proper will begin at 
Crown Point Monday, July 5. 
Here 
are the ruins of a fort which figures in 
the history of the French and Indian 
wars and the Revolutionary war. 
A i 
this point there will be literary exer­ 
cises, and the pageant will be present­ 
ed in the afternoon and again at night. 
During the week there will be present­ 
ed at these various points twenty-four 
pageants, or tableaux, nine represent­ 
ing the history of the Iroquois confed­ 
eracy down to the arrival of the Dutch 
in this section of the country and fif­ 
teen illustrating the religious ceremo­ 
nies and social customs of the Iroquois 
and Algonquins in war and peace. The 
most interesting of the subjects to be 
depicted are perhaps the two chief in­ 
cidents in the progress of the explorer 
—namely, his discovery of the lake 
which bears his name and the battle 
between the Huron-Algonquin allies 
and the fighting Iroquois, in which he 
had a hand. 
The Indian pageant of the Indian 
drama, w ritten specially for the event, 
will be repeated on the floating island 
at Ticonderoga, the island being tow­ 
ed from Crown Point to “Old Ti,” 
about twenty miles south. Here the 
Pells, multimillionaires of New York. 
are reconstructing from ancient cuts 
and documents the famous fort that 
was the scene of brave old Ethan Al­ 
len’s memorable coup in 1775. 
The 
governor of New York and the New 
York legislature and the governor of 
Vermont will be present at this event. 
Plattsburg and Burlington. 
Wednesday, July 7, Is Plattsburg’s 
day. Near th at city Benedict Arnold 
fought and lost the first naval action 
of the American Revolution. His flag­ 
ship, the Royal Savage, has been lying 
where she sank in that fight for 133 
years. W hat remains of the old fighter 
is In a fair state of preservation. It is 
a part of the program to raise the hulk 
and rig it up so as to give it a place in 
the show. The barge Revenge, one of 
the fleet, has been raised and will be 
In the pageant. It was at Plattsburg 
that McComb on land and Macdon­ 
ough on w ater won their victory Sept. 
ll, 1814, which earned them the thanks 
of congress and the gold medal of the 
nation. President Taft and his party 
and the French ambassador and Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier will be entertained at 
a hotel on the 7th. A banquet, w ater 
sports, fireworks and illuminations will 
occur in conjunction with the other 
events of the occasion. 
The pageant, with air of its inciden­ 
tal attractions, will be repeated at 
Burlington, Vt., on Thursday, July 8. 
Vermont’s old home week will be ob­ 
served at the same time. 
Friday, July 9, the celebration will 
be continued at Isle Lamotte, near the 
head of the lake. This place Is where 
Champlain first encamped. Besides the 
pageant at this point, there will be 
patriotic exercises conducted by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
and Colonial Dames. These exercises 
will include the dedication of a bowl­ 
der to the memory of the Revolution­ 
ary heroes Colonel Seth W arner and 
Captain Remember Baker.

Governor Hughes

and Governor Trouty of Vermont in 
their speechmaking tours indulged in 
a good deal of pleasantry about the 
rivalry between the two states whose 
boundaries skirt the lake. 
Whereup­

Ambasador 
Jusserand, 
at 
the 
Plattsburg barracks, speaking in ex­ 
cellent English and with the attract­ 
ive accent of his native tongue, was 
led to declare amid a gale of laugh­ 
ter: 
“Gentlemen, Champlain discovered 
both sides of the lake at the same 
lime. He looked on one side and then 
the other. He saw New York and he 
Baw Vermont, and 
he 
liked them 
both.” 
President Taft, Ambassadors Jus­ 
serand of France and Bryce of Great 
Britian, with Governors Hughes and 
Prouty 
again 
occupied 
the 
cen­ 
ter of the celebration stage. 
Each 
made three speeches and all were 
present at a brilliant banquet at the 
Hotel Champlain. 
Senator Root add­ 
ed to the prominent guests, making 
the historical address of the celebra­ 
tion at Plattsburg barracks. 
Post­ 
master General Rodolfe Lemieux of 
Canada also spoke at the barracks 
and with Senator Root and the oth­ 
ers again at the banquet where the 
expressions 
of 
friendly 
good 
will 
among the three great nations partici­ 
pating in the centenary were empha­ 
sized. 
Mr. Lemieux and Ambassador Jus­ 
serand each took President Taft for 
a subfect and in their remarks gave 
him equal prominence with Cham­ 
plain. 
Mr. Jusserand declared that 
there should be a filial feeling be­ 
tween Champlain and the president 
for each knew what it was to plant 
a flag in a faraway land. 
Canada had a large share in the 
day’s celebration and on the Ameri­ 
can military reservation at Plattsburg 
barracks the president and the other 
guests witnessed a parade of Ameri­ 
can and Canadian troops which was 
spectacular to a degree seldom at­ 
tained in this country.

Chicago, July 8.—Ella Gingles, the 
eighteen-year-old Irish lacemaker, was 
on the witness stand in Judge Bren- 
tano’s courtroom all day matching 
her wit and her innocent face against 
the sharpness of the lawyers who 
were trying to confound her. 
All the afternoon the girl was cros3- 
Ixamined by Assistant State’s Attor­ 
ney B. J. Short on a story which she 
had related in the morning of how 
she was attacked by two women and 
a man in the bathroom of the Welling­ 
ton hotel Feb. 16. 
This story was 
similar In many details to the one 
she gave last Friday concerning an­ 
other attack upon her Jan. 5, in a 
room of the same hotel. 
Miss Agnes 
Barrette, and the late Mrs. Cecilia 
Kenyon and a “masked man,” figured 
as the assailants, according to Miss 
Gingles, in both cases. 
Beyond a few tearful and trembling 
moments, when some climax in the 
dreadfful tale of alleged degeneracy 
was reached, the girl did not hesitate 
In her answers. 
She faced the preci­ 
pice which th a prosecutor drew under 
her feet with simple denials. 
She told of the aparently impossible 
situations, seemingly with candor and 
frankness. 
The case probably will reach the 
fury by Friday. The courtroom, whose 
crowd 
of 
spectators 
had 
included 
many women, was cleared of all but 
those haveing a direct interest in the 
I case by the order of the judge. 


Artillery Against Air Craft. 
“The balloons and airships have 
made it necessary for artillerymen to 
work out a new set of mathematical 
tables for firing at air craft,” writes 
Newton Forest in Harper’s Weekly. 
In the defense against aerial attack 
the firing of the gun must necessarily 
be of the high angle kind, and the 
weapon must be capable of rapid 
training in a wide arc. Such a weapon 
has been designed and manufactured 
by the Krupp works at Essen, says the 
author, and has been placed at the dis­ 
posal of the German war office. The 
fieldpiece is of 2% caliber and fires a 
nine pound shell with a velocity of 
2,000 feet per second, and there is also 
a weapon designed for fortifications or 
shipboard. 


Spread of Tuberculosis Among CHII* 
dren Traced. 
Stockholm, July 8.—The results of 
American 
investigations of the re­ 
sponsibility of bovine tuberculosis for 
the persistent spread of the disease 
Among human beings, especially among 
children, were officially reported to­ 
day to the International tuberculosis 
conference, in session here, by Mr. 
Nathan Straus. 
The paper by the New York philan­ 
thropist was presented by Dr. Arthur 
Randolph Green, medical director of 
the Straus pasteurized milk work and 
cue of the American delegates to the 
conference. 
It disclosed for the first 
time the evidence gathered by the 
American investigators to show the 
responsibility of milk from 
tuber­ 
culous cows for the infection of hu­ 
man beings with tuberculosis. 
Mr. Straus’ report declares that the 
Infection of children with bovine tu­ 
berculosis should 
be prevented 
by 
forbidding the sale or use of milk 
unless it comes from tuberculin test­ 
ed cows or unless it has been properly 
pasteurized. 
Overwhelming proof of the neces­ 
sity of stopping the use of tuber­ 
culous m ilk. ha3 been supplied, par­ 
ticularly within the past year, by the 
definite tracing of a large number of 
cases of bovine tuberculosis to its 
bovine origin, according to Mr. Straits. 
The business sessions of the con­ 
ference will last three days. 
Some 
of the leading European experts on 
tuberculosis are present as delegates 
and America has sent six men here.
